STRANGE ATTACHMENT 



Incredible as it may seem, barnacles grow on whales just 
as they do on the bottoms of ships. When a whale gets 
so loaded down with barnacles that he can't swim proper- 
ly, he just heads out into the cold waters of the northern 
ocean. The cold numbs the barnacles and they drop off. 




TIDAL VARIATIONS 

Although the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans are only fifty miles apart at the two 
channel entrances of the Panama Canal, there is a remarkable difference in the 
height of their tides. The Atlantic 4ide rises and falls an average of about one 
foot; the Pacific, about twelve and a half feet.

REAL COOL 

The Alaska Blackfish, found in the Arctic regions, can 
stay alive indefinitely while frozen solid in ice six to 
eight feet thick. The fish which reach an average size of 
from five to nine inches, are found nowhere else in the 
world. Natives of the northern wastes are able to keep 
themselves supplied with the fish during the nine month 
Arctic winter, by catching them in lakes which have been 
frozen. Scientists are at present engaged in studying the 

teasens tor the ability of the blackfish to stay active under extreme conditions 

of cold. 




NATURE'S SWORD

On display in the British Museum is a sword ot a saw fish which pierced twenty 
seven inches of solid timber. The British ship Leopard, repaired in 1795, dis- 
closed another saw driven through metal sheathing, a three inch plank, and a 
six inch timber. This is equivalent to nine strokes given by a twenty five 

pound sledge hammer. 
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A FISHY STORY 



A codfish that was cut open in a Cambridge, England, market was found to have 
nestled in its stomach a book wrapped in a piece of water-resistant sail-cloth. 
The volume turned out to be a rare, religious treatise written by an author in 
the sixteenth century. Cambridge authorities immediately took steps to repub- 
lish the book which was given the Latin title of Vox Piscis - meaning the 
"Voice of the Fish." 
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CRABBING ALONG

In 1902, a small marine crab was tagged and dropped into the southern end of 
the Suez Canal by a French scientist making a study of the migratory move- 
ments of these creatures. In 1931, the crab appeared on a beach at Port Said, 
having crawled the 101 miles of the canal at an average speed of 25 inches an 
hour, a record for sustained travel in one direction by this kind of shellfish, 
which, incidentally, usually walks sideways. 



THE GREAT HERRING AGE 

Herring are the most widely distributed and most eagerly 
caught of all fish in the sea. At Great Yarmouth, England, 
over a billion herring were landed. in a single season. 
Though not prolific, as fish go, the female herring never- 
theless lays from thirty to forty seven thousand eggs. A ^\ 
school covering six square miles has been estimated to j> 
contain three billion fish. Yet schools of twenty square V 
miles are not uncommon. 
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THE RETURN OF THE TILEFISH

A sudden shifting of the Gulf Stream caused the death of uncounted millions 
of tilefish off the coast of New England in 1882. A trawler sailed for a dis- 
tance of 150 miles through a sea of dead and floating tilefish. They were 
strewn over an area of several thousand square miles, and in certain places 
they lay piled upon the bottom six to eight feet deep. For the next ten years 
after this no tilefish were to be found anywhere in the ocean. Then in 1892 a 
fisherman brought in eight specimens. Since that date the tilefish has been 

staging a slow, uncertain comeback.
